I. Last year’s May Day parade in Moscow 

featured a single — the USSR's 

new four-engine jet heavy bomber. ^ /***#'$* 

A. During rehearsals for this year's 
parade — next Sunday — our observers 
have seen as many as ten||^^^m| 
at a time, flying in formation. 

B. Sighting of this many means that 
the Soviet heavy bomber program is 
substantially more advanced than had 
been estimated. 

C. - Our - ol - d estimates held that the USSR 
would not start series production of 
these jet heavy bombers until the 
third quarter of 1955 .
